FEDERACY’'S BEX-SECRETARY. 


He ie Obliged to Retire From Active Work to Pro- 
iong bie Life—His Views on' the South—The 
Union to Fall Apart From ite Own Inhe- 
rent Weak»ess— An latergsting Talk.

Lonponx, May 1.—Pump court in the Temple 


faces the house in which Blackstone used to-« 


live and where Oliver Goldsmith wrote the 
Vicar of Wakefield. Just around the corner 
is Goldsmith's grave. Pump court itself is 
the dirtiest ia the Temple and there is no 
building in itso ramshackle, tumble down 
and generally wretched at Lamb’s building. 
They look as though they had had a hard run 
of tenants for three or four centuries. They 
are the sole remaining structure of the old 
convent from whence the warlike Templars 
marched to Assyria, and asaresult of their 
periodical patchings and reparations, ac- 
cording to the different tastes of the various 
patchers and repairers, they are so changed 
that scarcely a single stone remains of the 
original composition, but the architecture 
has been preserved so far at Teast as the form 
is concerned, The old stone stairways were 
replaced many years ago by wooden ones, 
which in turn were torn away and replaced 
again and again. The doors, broad and am- 
pie, are dingy and dirty; the windows are 
closed with the filth that hangs upon their 
meager panes,and altogether they are the 
most unpromising looking buildings in which 
to searcn fur a queen’s counsel you could 
imagine. 


JUDAH P, BENJAMIN. 

Having passed through Pump court, on 
turning out of the middie Temple I arrive at 
the door of which I am in quest, and am 
able to decipher the dimly painted sign, ‘‘Ju- 
dah P. Benjamin.’ It is the most irregu’arly 
painted sign that the most feryid archwolo- 
gist couid wish to.discover, with an elo: gated 
J" introducing a struggling cavalcade of 
‘pie,’ blocked in the middle by a finger post 
“Pp? another start with a medieval **B,-and 
the whole terminatiog with an intexicated 
“a The intermediate letters themselves 
are a study—a perfect archwvlogist arcange- 
ment in faded black and white, and resem bie 
closely Laban’s cattle, most irregular as to 
sides, form and color. A quaint old knocker, 
which bas done duty for over a hundred 
years, hangs despondentiy from about the 
center of the door and seems tosay: “I’m 
not on in this scene.’’ Nevertheless I lift it 
and bring it down with a gentle thud, which 
is responded to by a bushy baired man, whose 
whiskers and hair stand out in all directions, 
like the ears of a herd of startled deer just 
apprised of the enemy’s approach, which 
gives him the most ferocious aspect, but J am 
glad to find this impression is not justified 
by his gental manner and musical voive, 

‘Is Mr. Benjamin within?’ I asked. 

—- ‘Yes, sir, he is, but engaged just now. Will 
you step in and wait fora moment?” replies 
very courteously the man with much hair, 
and who forthwith proceeds to lead the way 
through a narrow passage dark and gloomy, 
upon the walls of which I catch sight of the 
following awful legend: 

“Mr. Benjamin desires to notify his clients 
that hereafter no retainer less than 100 guin- 
eas will be accepted in any case, and any bus- 
iness Qut placed before him prior vy the 2d of 
February wiil not be received on any terms 
whatever.” 

Passing this formidable announcement we 
enter a little waiting room filled with dusty 
books, and of which the floor is littered with 
great bags, fiiled presumably with embodi- 
ments of the law. 

“You see, we're packing up,”’ explains the 
maneging clerk, the man with the predomi- 
nence of hirsute appendages, ‘‘and are in 
great confusion, but we can find a seat until 
Mr. Benjamin is disengaged,’ and aecompa- 
nies the remark by pushing a chair towards 
the fire woich burns lazily in the grate. 

There is another manin the room leaning 
over a shabby desk. whose pale and haggard 
face and wild, staring eyes reminded me oi 
Dickens’ law writerin ‘‘Bleak House,’’ In- 
deed, the suggestion has a peculiar interest, 
from the fact that it was in this very house 
that the poor scribe of fiction had worn away 
his life. 

HOW HE DRESSES. 

In five or ten minutes a bell is heard in the 
adjoining room, which causes the managing 
clerk tospring into action from over a pile of 
papers which he is sorting and disappear 
through the open doorway. Shortly 1 am 
asked to step in, which I immediately do. 
Mr. Benjamin 1s standing before the fire as I 
enter, but comes to ..eet me with exiended 
hand, at the same time pushing a chair in my 
direction. Having Gone this he resumes his 
former position before the warm and ruddy 
glow. 

In stature he is a man somewhat below the 
medium height, about five feet five inches, 
with broad shoulders and well proportioned 
generally, with large bands and feet. Despite 
three score and twelve years he stands erect 
and bas the carriage of a man as yet unbroxen 
in health. Hisis not a strong face by any 
means, yet 'o the phrenological student there 
is 4 ‘presence’ about the upper partof which 
cannot be passed lightly by. His beard had not 
been shaved for some months and grows parti- 
aliy over a full and roundchin. His mouth is 
Small andevenly cut and the strong lips 
sparkle with two rows of teeth as white and 
even as could be. His nose displays little of 
the Hebraic origin, which is, however, more 
apparent in the lids of his eyes. He is 
dressed plainly in black and his only display 
of bijoutere consists in aseal ring and scarf 
pin and black silk guard with gold mount- 
ngs. 

IN THE CONFEDERATE CABINET. 

lt is scarceiy necessary, of course, to tell 
Americans who Judah P. Benjamin is. He 
is a man, however, who has made a mark in 
two countries such es few can point to. Born 
in Dennis St. Croix, West Indies, in the year 
1811, of English parents of Jewish persuasion, 
be went with them to Wilmington, N. C., in 
1816 and was placed at Yale college at the 
earivy age of ten and graduated in 1825. He 
began to practice at the New Orieans bar in 
1832. Originally a whig, when that party 
merged with the knownothings be espoused 
the democracy and entered the United States 
senate in 1852 and was re-elected in 1858. In 
i860 he avowed his adhesion to Louisiana 
and entered the cabinet of the confederacy 
as attorney-genera), coupling these duties 
for a time with those of secretary of 
state. At the break up he was enabled to es- 
cape the run of the blockade to Nassau, New 
Providence, and eventually arrived in Lon- 
don in 1865, practicali except for his talents, 
penniless. Here he became a writer for the 
press, and was finally engaged on the Daily 
Telegraph, side by side with Edward Arnold, 
George Agustus bala and Joseph Hatton as 
leader wiiters, Meanwhile he was qualifying 


I with an engaging smile. ‘‘Alas, too easily 

answered, am going to take care of my 
health; that, and that only.”’ 

‘You have not the appearance of a man in 
ill healt’s,”’ said I. 

“No, quite so; but my trouble is one which 
soover or later will result fatally. I have the 
incurable disease ofthe heart, which may 
terminate my daysatany moment. I must, 
my physicians tell me, keep from all excite- 
ment, from all study, avoid ail public places 
and scenes, and in short live the life ofa re- 
cluse full of solitude and silence.”’ 

“T have seen it somewhere, Mr. Benjamin, 
that you propose to write asketch, or even. 
something more formidable, of your own 
life.’’ 

“That is not the case. I must, I tell you, 
steer clear of work of any kind. Sometime 
ago, itis true, 1 was asked to write something 
and even entertained the idea of so doing, but 
beyond a few contributionsto the reviews I 
have not wielded the pen since I terminated 
my connection with the Daily Telegraph. I 
had thought of spending my leisure time—of 
which ishall have so very much now—in 
writing a treatise on the law of sale of per- 
sonai property, but 1t appears that lam paying 
the peaulty of a too industrious life by entore- 
ed ialeness in my old age. You see, Iam now 
turned seventy-two, and from the time I was 
ten years old, my life has been one of un- 
broken-tuil. At college 1 was studious, in 
the law | was diligent andin politics ambi- 
tious. When the end came in America I 
found myself penniless and in London. It 
was then I resolved to make for myself a for- 
tune such as would enable me to spend the 
last years of my life in carrying out some as- 
pirations | have entertained in the way of 
writing a law book—aspirations formed, | may 
say, since my very boyhood, and in achiey- 
ing that competency I havesucceeded beyond 
my wildest hopes.”’ 

HIS FEE Book. 

“Did you findit a hard struggle?’ 

“No l cannot say thatI did. I seemed to 
drift easily enough into practice. Mine, how- 
ever, was 21 different experience than falls to 
the iot of the young English barrister. I was 
almost fifty years of age and brought to my 
efferts here the ripe experience of thirtv 
years of active life. The cause with which 
I bad been identified in the states was, in a 
certain circie, at least popular here, aad the 
result for me was §very helptul.”’ 

“Do l understand by that, Mr. Benjamin, 
that you entered upon a lucrative practice 
immediately ?”’ 

‘‘My best answer to that question is to show 
you the summary of my fee nook, made up 
year by year since 1867.’’ 

So saying, he opened a large canvas-covered 
book which lay on his desk and indicated | 
with his fingers a table of figures. The glance 
that I took on it showed me: ‘1867, fees, 
£405; 1882, fees, £12,780.”’ 

‘*[ suppose,’’ said I, “that thisis your pri- 
vate memoranda and you might not be 
pleased to have it get abroad.” 

“Oh, I don’t know why that should be,”’ 
he replied. ‘‘I took them from the people 
for services rendered. I have no objection. 
You can copy them.”

When I had finished taking the copy he 
said: 

‘I fancy few, if any, of the members of the 
English bar could show such a record.”’ 

‘What was your biggest case?’’ 

“Well, the Franconia case. It involved 
the trial of the Germin ship captain, whose 
vessel beyond the channel collided with the 
Franconia, an English ship, sinking her with 
loss of life. I cannot go into the intricacies 


ofthe case now, but Il remember that the 
German captain made himself scarce 
directly atter the disaster, but was 


arrested a year or two after, brought to trial 
and convicted. The Germanic interests were 
invrusted to me, and i carried the case on 
appeal to the higher courts with a successful 
resuit. In doingso I took the ground that 
England was enurely without jurisdiction in 
a matter originally belonging to neutral wa- 
ters, and in this view I was sustained by the 
house of lords. Itwasa casein which the 


entire English bar took the live- 
liest interest, I never remem- 
ber them being similarly exercised. The 


decision brought me not only an extended 
reputation but a vast deal of practice. It was 
about this time that I bad published the first 
edition of ‘The Law of Sale of Personal Prop- 
erty,’ a book | intended as preliminary to the 
larger work of which I have just spoken. 
The call for it soon exhausted the first edi- 
tion, but my practice made such demands 
upon my time that it was in 1872 before I 
was able to revise and publish a second edi- 
tion.’’ 

‘‘What were some of vour other important 
cases, Mr. Benjamin?’ 

“Well, I suppose the next case of import- 
ance was the Irish fisheries case,in which 
property rights were involved concerning 
almostevery landholder in Ireland. I was 
enabled to carry it through successfully. 
Then I had much admiralty work as well. 
The fisheries case brought me in round fig- 
ures about £10,000, From 18761 have been 
forced by pressure of business to refuse all 
(ases except those coming before the house 
of lords, and indeed, one-half of my practice 
in England has been my own selection from 
the overplus of work thrown into my office 
here.”’ 

‘Had you much personal enjoyment out of 
your practice?”’ 

‘I can scarcely say that I did. My sole ob- 
ject was to gain acompetency. Toward that 


} end I directed all my efforts, and in a sordid 


pursuit, like mine unmistakably was, one 
cannotexpect to enjoy the wsthetic senti 
ment. I was looking to a future rather than 
to the present enjoyment of the result of my 
labors. ' 

AMERICAN POLITICS, 

“Do you take any interest now in Ameri- 
ean poli.ics?”’ 

“Not much, The fact of it is that my opin- 
10n about America has been derived almost’ 
if not entirely, from the letters of my broth- 
ers and personal friends in America, and my 
only political correspondent was the late 
Alexander Stephens, of whose death I have 
recently heard with the deepest pain and re- 
ee but even his letters were few and fgr 

stween, and mine were doubtless as infre- 
quent, In such a busy life as mine for the 
last fifteen years there has been for me little 
time to share. Besides 1 gave up politics and 
everything connected therewith forever when 

left America, I have never, 
of course, accepted the - reconstruc- 
ion, and am newa citizen of Great Britain. In 
the meantime I have been asked to stand for 
parliament, and have no doubt but that I 
shuuld have been as successful in politics 
here as | was in America, but such successes

The Progress cof a Movement Looking Towerd Ke 
newing the Breach S:opped by toe Withdrawal 
of Charges ty the Northern P esbyterian 
Assembiy—A Lively Diseussion, 


Lexixeton, Ky., May 25.—In the Presby 
terian general assembly south to-day, the 
committee on bills and overtures made the 
following report in reference to overture No. 
34, from the Presbytery of upper Missouri, in 
regard to the appointment of the committee 
by the southern assembly to confer with 
asimilar committee from the northern as- 
sembly, touching organic union: Your conl- 
mittee would recommend the adoption of an 
answer thatthe general assembly declines 
to appoint a committee for the purpose 
stated in the overture, as our principles are 
so essentially different in several vitally im- 
portant particulars from those of the north- 
ern Presbyterian church that the idea of or- 
ganic union cannot be entertained.”’ Dr. Prim- 
rose moyed an amendment, saying: ‘‘Your 
committee deems it inexpedient to appoint 
such a committee.’ The amendment was 
adopted. Yeas 102, nays 32. Dr. Smoot, of 
Austin, Texas, late moderator, opposed the 
amendment on the principle of opposing or- 
ganic union,and thinking the assembly should 
give the reason for it. When thé vote oc- 
curred on the original question it was 
amended by Dr. Davis so as to read: ‘The 
general assembly declines to appoint a com- 
mittee fo the purpose named,’’ and this was 
unanimously adopted. Dr. Witherspoon read 
the report uf the committee on education. 
Speeches were made upon the report of Dr 
H. ©, Alexander, of Union Theological seim- 
inary, Professor C. R. Hemphill, of the 
same. and Dr, Stillman, president of Tusca- 
loosa institute for training colored 
ministers The report was adopted. 
Prof. Hemphill’s resolution on fraternal reso- 
lutions was taken up. <A telegram was re- 
ceived from Dr. Brown, southern delegate to 
the northern assembly, regarding the passage 
of a resolution by the northern assembly upon 
the question of fraternal relations, which met 
with great applause. Action was postponed 
on Prof. Hemphill’s resolution, till the as- 
sembly learns what resolutions the northern 
assembly have,pa-sed. There was much excite- 


ment in the assembly over 
the question, The following 
telegram was received from Saratoga atl2 
o'clock, signed by Win. Brown, 
and was doudly applauded : “To 


Key. Dr. Pryor, moderator general assembly: 
The following paper offered by Dr. Crosby, 
completely covering the point, has been 
passed unani:nously: Tht committee report 
that traternal relations having been happily 
established between the two churches on the 
basis of the withdrawal of all imputations 
officially made from either side against the 
Christian character of the other, no further 
action of the assembly is necessary.”’ 

WORDS OF JOY FROM SARATOGA. 

The Presbyterian assembly decided this 
evening that correspondence with the north- 
ern assembly shouid be by delegates in 1884, 
and afterwards by letter. The moderator re- 
ceived a telegram from the Saratoga general 


assembly, saying the assembly had set apart 


Saturday.morning, irom 9 to 11 o'clock, as aig 
hour of .prayer for an outpouring of God's 
spiriton both churches.

when the obstacle between them was 
removed. Moderator Hatfield responded. 
He trusted that the great head of the church 
would cause all that Dr. Brown had auntici- 
pated to become a reality. As the two men 
stood with hands clasped the assembly arose 
and sang, ‘“Blest Be the Tie Which Bind-.”

A Remarkable Scene on the Presentation of a Keport. 
Officers’ Election. 

SARATOGA, May 25.—At the 69th anniver- 
sary of the Baptist missionary union, the fol- 
lowing officers were elected: President, Rey. 
George Dana Boardman, D.D., Pennsyl- 
vania; vice-presidents, Hon. J, Warren 
Morrill, Massachusetts, and Hon. Charles L. 
Colby, Wisconsin; recording secretary, Rev. 
H. 8S. Burrage, Maine. The secretary's an- 
nual report states the receipts at $335,806.98 
The union maintains 190 missionaries, 1,364 
native preachers, 1,075 churches, having 
105,145 members in 1882. 10,645 were bap- 
tized, which was 2,298 more than in 1881. 


Mission stations are Burmah, Assam, 
China, Japan. India, Siam and 
Europe. It publishes three periodicals. 


The report of the finance committee was 
received with applause. Through Dr. P. 8. 
Henson, of Chicago, a report was presented, 
recommending the establishment of missions 
in Africa. There was a remarkable scene 
when Rev. F. T. Douglas arose to speak. Dr. 
Boardman said: “Did you authorize that 
statement, charging dishonesty against the 
officials of this society?’ Stammering out 
‘‘no,’’ Mr. Dougias asked leave to read a 
statement, adding: ‘I deeply regret to ap- 
pear to have been used as the medium of the 
change. lask forgiveness of God and of you 
all..’ Four missionaries, under appvintment 
to Asia, were presented and applauded. 

THE BAPTIST HOME MISSIONS. 

SARATOGA, May 25.—The fifty-first annual 
meeting of the American Baptist home mis- 
sion society was held here to-day. Hon. J. 
L. Apeiids presiding. Secretary Morehouse 
reported total receipts $283,944. The total 
permanent and conditional trust fand held by 
the society were $407,555. Of this $128,752 is 


for the church edifice loan fund, 
and $104,000 = for the church edi- 
fice benevolent fund. Expenditures: 


For the mission $121,286, $52 925 more than 
for last year. The expenditures for teachers’ 
salaries in the schools for colored people, In- 
dians and Mexicans, $46,981. ez penadivures 
for the general school perecees $35 500, Ex- 
penditures for church edifice $30,163. The 
debt of the society is $49 067, The board calls 
for $200,000 for missionary purposes; $100,- 
000 for educational purposes, and $100,000 for 
eburch edifice work.

[TROUBLE AMONG THE STRIKERS. 


The St. Clair Miners Growing Troublesome— The Gey: 
ernor te Interfere. 

St. Lots, May 25.—Governor Hamilton, of 
Illinois, bas telegraphed to President Crandall 
that whenever the sheriff of St. Clair county 
officially notifies him that he is unable to 
aflord protection to the men who desire to 
work in the mines, he-will call out the 
militia and maintain order. It is not likely 
any attempt will be made by the mine own- 
ers to resume Operations this week, but there 
will probably bea combined movement to 
reopen the mines next week. 

ne Post-Dispatch special from Collinsville, 
Iitinois suys: The situation to day is more 
strained than it was yesterday. Not a mine 
on the Vandalia railroad between east St. 
Louis and Troy is in operation. They are all 
closely watched by the strikers. Mayor Ste- 
vens last night ordered the saloons to be 
closed at eight o’clock, and swore ina force 
of00 deputies. As drunkenness increased 
among the miners 18 or 20 shots were fired 
about midnight, in aspiritof deviltry. At 
twoo’clock a.m., 300 striking miners as- 
-sermmbled near the Abbey mines. They as- 
eertained thatthe men driven off yesterday 
Phad not returned. Then they detailed fifty 
men to remain, and see that no attempt was 
made to start up, and about 200 staried east 
on the railroad track. A _ picket was lefi at 
No. 3. When Collinsville was reached, 
they were told no attempt at work 
would be made today. They then started 
fur the Confidence and Troy mines. A con- 
spicuous feature of the procession was a dozen 
men carryi:g kegs of beer upon their shoul- 
ders. No work is being done at the Counfi- 
dence mines, but the strikers are suspicious. 
Upward of one hundred stopped there. Beer 
was tapped and scenes of isorder ensued. 
Superintendent Weisenburg telegraphed jo 
Deputy Sheriff Lanbeim that his property 
was surrounded by a howling mob, and in 
danger, and called for assistance 

At Belleville and Careyville the miners 
were joined by strong delegations from the 
miners on the Obio and Mississippi road. 
Those who did not remain at Contidence 
pushed on to Troy, 17 miles off, and surround. 
ed the Brookside mine, which is the last on 
the Vandalia road. Itwasin operation yes-’ 
terday, but on the appearance of the mob 
this morning. the men struck work. The 
srookside superintendent also telegraphs in- 
voking the aid of the law. The situation is 
critical. A crisis will be reached towight. 


POLITICAL POINTERS.

Wasnineton, May 25.—The president has 
appointed Joseph A. Guthrie, of Portsmouth, 
as cadet at large at tne Annapolis naval 
academy. Heisa son of the late John J. 
Guthrie, who at one time was a captain ip 
the United States navy. He resigned that 
pusition and was appointed my General Grant 
as superintendent of the life-saving service. 
At the time of.the loss of the United States 
Huron he lost his life in attempting to save 
the crew of that vessel. 

RicHMonpD, May 25.—Returns received upto 
midnight by the Daily Dispatch are generally 
satisfactory from the democratic standpoint, 
showing, as claimed, that the effort to reor- 
ganize the party on a winning basis in July 
next will be practicable Oa the other han 
the readjusters claim to have received returns 
from a number of counties and towns, show- 
ing gratifying gains. The general returns, 
however, are meagre. 

Norro.tk, Va., May 25—Election returns 
from the neighboring counties indicate con 
siderable losses by the Mahone Goali.ion 
ticket.

BRIGHT’S LAST MaRRIAQeg, 


He Gives a Practical turn te the Agitation in 
England by Marrying Uis Dead Wife's sister. 


Lonpon, May 25.—For many years Right 
Hon. Juhn Bright bas been a firm advocace in 
parliament of a reform in the marriage laws, 
and he bas persistently spoken in favor af the 
passage ofa bill legalizing marriage witha 
deceased wife’s sister. He has now given 
practical expression of his opposition to the 
law which forbids such marriages by leading 
to the altar the sister of his first wife. This 
marriage of John Bright at the age of seventy- 
two isthe talkof the town, and there is no 
doubt that it will once more force to the 


front a _ sharp discussion of the 
bill which has become notorious. by 
its frequent rejection by parliament. John 


Bright’s action is regarded by every one 
as a protest against what he deems an iniqui- 
tous law.

“Do you say, Mr. Benjamin, that you be- 

lieve bad the war of secession been a success- 
ful one the best interests of the south would 
have been served?’ 

“For me to answerfthat question issimply to 

ass into the domain of speculation, I don’t 

now. F ifteen years ago I was 
in no such doubt. From = what 
I can learn “the condition of the south is an 
unavoidable one. So far asthe war lent to the 
abolition of slavery it was for good. So faras 
it split the north and south and broughtabout 
the bad blood which had always brewed be- 
tween the north and south and brought about 
a final settlement of those quarrels, which 
could have concluded in nv other way, it was 
for good; but itis not to be so readily admit- 
ted that had the result 
been different the _ prosperity which the 
north enjoys would have been possessed by 
the sout th. Her position could scarcely be 
worse. It yg folly to say that North America, 
or that part of it, at least, which is emovraced 
in the federal states, is not large enough for 
one nation On the contrary, there is room 
for as many &S are In Furope, and prosperity 
forthem all. I believe from my heart that

the structure called the federal states of 
America will fallapart some day from its 
own inherent weakness, To my mind the 
pr obability of their existence requires too 


jittle speculation. ‘They may hold togetber 
a longer period than dispassionate critics 
now believe; but the fact is—l am 
speaking now with too little knowledge 
of the new conditions under which 
they exist to ask my expressions to have any 
weight—the vast volume of immigration 
which has swept into the country is working 
changes of the most radical nature. The 
American of 1860 does not exist in 1883, Ex- 
terior influences bave metamorphosed him, 
and 7 the rapid growth and development of 
his country he bas found new ambitions and 
yoses in a new characteri zation of patriotism. 
: xperience has opened his eyes and now he 
turns with a clearer vision to his future and 
ot necessity with a keener apprebension. 
The war of secession failed from physica! 
causes. Of its righteousness there can be no 
question. The earnestness of the struggle no 
one can doubt.” 
THE NEXT OUTBREAK, 

“What would be, in your opinion, in case 
of another outbreak between the states, the 
most likely cause of trouble’ Where would 
the line be drawn?” 

“That ] cannot say. It may arise between 
the east and west, between the territories of 
the manufacturers and those of the agricul- 
turists, or tinay even be based upon religious 
differences 
eas| of the Mississippi, already supplied with 
a turbu lent population, will be teeming with 

iwhelements that no government of the 
sainew my can successfully deal with. What new 

sues may arise during that balf century no 
one can tell, but the nation may weil look 
with ap pre hension on the next few decades 
for I firmly believe that in that time there 
will have developed such dangers to the na- 
tion as are not now dreamed of,”’ 

“Will the south torman independent fac- 
tor for itself in these dangers?” 

I fanc V not, ber interests are now merged 
so closely with those of thenorth. The spirit 
of the people has been broken and will re- 
ma : 10 for many generations, and besides, 
she has no longer tne sinews of war, as one of 
your politicians very appropriately termed 
the wealth of the nation. J" is true that the 
country is being developed in its material 
worth, its mines and forests ]std under contri- 
bution, great railroads extending throughout 
the territory, manufactorics springing up in 
mony districts, but forall that the marks of 
the serpent’s passage lies over her and will 
not be so easily eradicated. it here [ have 
spoken now at some length,” sudden'y ex- 

claimed the eminent queen's counsel, ‘and 
quite unpremeditatediy, abcut politics. You 
must not give my opinion weight, for, as I 
told you at the outset, [ have kept no pace 
with the times of the statesund aiy sources 
of information are very meagre,”’ 

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

“Flave yon given any thought to the Irish 

question as affecting the character ot the 


states?” 

“Not much. The factis, the Irish ques- 
tion is a trivial one and can easily be settled 
by England. Ob, no; it can lead to no trou- 
ble between the two nations. I dare say that 
the United States government will see its way 
clear to come to some arrangement whereby 
treason in England fermentedin America 
will be punisbable in both countries.” 

“In local politics do you take any inter- 
est ?’’ 

“Notatall. I view the changing slides of 
the political kaleidioscope with curiosity 
rather than with interest.” 

“Will you reside in Londen?’ 

“No. No, I have built for myself a house 
in Paris, where I shall reside with my wife. 
The house is so built that under the same 
roof my daughter, who is married to an ofti- 
cerin the French army, will live with us, I 
have been constructing the house 
time, and am glad to say it is such a home as 
I have long wished for, but which the severe 
exigencies of business and posidon bave hith- 
erto prevented me from enjoying. Besides, 
I think the airin Parisis much better than 
in England, and I am warned to be very care- 
fulofmyself. I am toavuid poing okt in 
the rain and catching cold. You probably 
vey that some three years ago lI hada seri- 
ous accident, which isthe cause of my pres- 
entmalady.”

The shipment of Georgia pixe to western 
and northwestern markets is no longer an ex- 
periment. Every foot that is sent into the 
markets of those sections fines ready sale at 
remunerative prices, The truth is, Georgia 
pine has a price and a market of its own, and 
dealers are not slow to take advantage of the 
fact. It is gratifying to know that ourrailroads 
are inaking every effort to meet the expecta- 
tions of the millmen. With this, the foreign 
demand for Georgia pine remains unabated, 
and there isalso a lively demand from the 
north and east. 

The secretary of the lumbermen’s exchange 
of New Orleans writes to the Tines-Democrat 
thai the use ot yellow pine in northern, east- 
ern and western markets is gradually assum- 
ing larger proportions and becoming an im-

portant part of the lumber traffic of 
the south. but the tone of the 
secretary's article leads us to suspect

To-morrow a series of gorgeous ceremonies 
will culminate ip the crowning ofthe em 
peror and empress of Russia at Moscow - the 
nihilists permitting. No doubt the two star 
actors willbe glad when the stately play is 
ended. They have ruled the country two 
years, and the addition of a gfown apiece will 
not be apt to be a personal con:pensation for 
additional danger incurred. An uncrowned 
ezar, would, bowever, remain a reproach, and 
an adberence to the custom has therefure some 
political significance. It mean» perbape that 
the cmperor will hereafter rule openly | 
end unreservedly as bis ancestors did, and that 
he will abandon the Seclusion that has been 
considered prudent since the essassination of 
his fathertwo years ago. The coronation

ceremonies are in vther words notice to the 
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world that nihilism is 
the court—that it proposes to defy it hereaf- 
ter, and thoroughly crush it. 

The possibility that the  nihilists 
will except the challenge and 
attempt to turn the spectacle into a tragedy, 
lends additional interest to the ceremonies 
that are to take place to morrow in the Cathe 
dral of. the Assumption, in that great pile of 
buildings in the heart of Moscow, known all 
over the world as the Kremlin. The chances 
are that no serious interference will occur. 
Thousands of men have been and will con- 
tinue to be engaged in meeting any designs 
of a murderous nature, and mines and hand 
grenades and revolvers will: not have a fair 
opportunity. : 

But whether the emperor falls as many of 
his predecessors did, or returns to Bt. Peters- 
burg uninjured in person and unrufficed in 
mind, the great mysterious country will 
move on toi's destiny. It contains 100 000,- 
000 of people; its geographical extent is un- 
equalled, and :nauy tongues and distinct 
contribute to its pros- 
perity. “Down to the present 
century the assassination of its rulers was 
rather the rule than the exception, and yet 
the consolidatiun and prosperity of the vast 
empire were not checked. So it will be if 
stricken down to-day. 


Alexander III. is 
tee indeed difficult to ac- 
count for the steady progress of 


the country. Its rulers have not generally 
been wise, or even honest men. Most of 
then? were semii-barbarians at the best. It 
bas no nubility to uphold the government, as 
in England. The Russian nobility is poverty- 
stricken and weak, and the court cares 
nothing for its opinions or wants, The navy 
is not strong, and the army has not been of 
late wholly steadfast. The real basis of. the 
Russian government is said to be found in 
the peasantry—the small proprietary tillers 
of the soil, and the workmen that 
swarm in its cities. These people have 
been full of distress and consequently of an 
unrest, that has taken on at times the forms 
of a vast conspiracy against the government. 
The fact that the emperor is ready to be 
crowned to-morrow is therefore evidence that 
he has found a way to the hearts of the peas- 
antry, and that peace willsoon reign through- 
out the vast empire. The emperor’s advisers 
may of course be mistaken in their estimates 
of the popular feeling; but they would not 
be apt to underrate a dange: they have 
studied many years; and in ali probability 
the czar and the peasantry have come to an 
understanding. If they have there will soon 
be anend to conspiracies that check the 
growth of the country. Members cf the aris- 
tocracy may indulge in plots against the 
rulers of the country, but these will prove 
powerless if the crown has really succeeded 
in appeasing the wrath of the class that to- 
day controls the broad empire. Will there 
be official concessions to this class? Will the 
Russia of Alexander III. have a parliament 
and a constitution? Will the peasantry be 
taught to read and write? Wiil liberty of 
expression and action be enlarged? We are 
soon to know. Important concessions may 
be proclaimed within a week. 


TiE HIGH LICENSE PLAN, 

The liquor question is being very earnestly 
considered in every state, but im no state more 
earnestly than in Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kansas. Iowa and Kansas adopted pro- 
hibition, and in neither state is the question 
considered settled. In neither state is the 
traffic under contro], much less probibited. 
In both states it enters into every political 
campaign, and in Kansas at least the 
entire question bids fair to be reopened, 
Nebraska, on the other hand, adopted high 
license, and so has Missouri, and the Illinois 
legislature leans that way. High license has 
been pretty thoroughly tested in Nebraska, 
and it must be admitted that it has thus far 
proved satisfactory. There is no movement of 
any considerable strength in Nebraska to 
change the la It was adopted against the 
wishes of the liquor sellers, and without the

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active support of the prohibitionists; but 
all parties are accepting it, andthe 


question no longer clogs political aetion in 
that state. The plan will now be tried ona 
wider scale in Missouri, and possibly in LIli- 
nois. The driftof sentiment in the north- 
west at least is unmistakably towardsthe high 
license plan. The minimum licensein towns 
at least is put ata figure that minimizes the 
number of places at which liquor can be sold 
while it brinzs into the local treasury no in- 
considerable revenue. 
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ABOUT THE WEATHER, 

The cold snap has come and gone, and there 
is stilla tendengy and purpose to survive on 
the part of vegetation. A few tender leaves 
were curled up and shriveled a little, and we 
hear that there has been some injury tocotton 


, 
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| about in spois, }ut other vegetation is practi. 


cally uninjured. Altogether it was a cold 
spell to be remembered, and those who live 
to rank among the oldest inhabitants will pro- 
bably referto it with mingled dignity and 
pride. A white frost in May in middle or 
lower Georgia is not in the memory of any 
one except, perhaps, the oldest citizens. It 
must have happened during the cold summer 
of 1816—a summer that has the most remark- 
able phenomenon in the way of weather of 
which there is any reliable record. There was 
frost every month of the year. 

The latest and severest cold spring that 1s 
now generally remembered, was in 1849. In 
southern Georgia on the 16th of April, there 
and a frost every 
morning until the 1, making five heavy, 
killing white frosts in the middle of spring. 
This cold snap of 1849 killed corn and cotton, 
and a genera! replanting was the result. Even 
the leaves of the trees were withered in the 
woods. Itwas of the same length and tem 
per of a usual winter spell in that section. 

With respect to those cold snaps in spring, 
it may be said that there is a difference of 
several degrees in the temperature of the city 
and thatofthe country. This is easy of de. 


‘pe 


monstration any day during the heated term, | 
and it has been twice demonstrated in the ex- 


perience of Judge Richard Clarke, of this 
city, whose memory is as accurate as a writ- 
ten record. On the morning of the 30th of 
Deceniber, !8580, the coldest day in Georgia in 
the memory of any one, the thermometer 
showed two degrees below zero in the city and 
five degrees below zero in the country—a 
difference o{ three degrees. 

The cold Saturday and Sunday in Feb- 
ruary, 1835,are remembered by old citizens 
as the coldest days up te the 30th December, 
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1880, but no record uf the 
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kept in this section. The first killing frost of 
1872 was on the 15th of October. Vegetation 
was killed in the country around, but not in 
the city. The season was a fine one for fall 
snap beans, and the course of trade in this 
vegetable was curiously reversed, for farmers 
in the vicinity sent to the city dealers to buy 
their city beans. 

But the most remarkable weather leaves 
little impression on the minds of the great 
majority of people. Any one in the neigh- 
borhood of Atlanta who has kept a record for 
the past fifteen years need not be told that it 
is usually the 20th of May before the cold 
snaps cease, and that occasionally we have 
one from the 12th to the 15th of June. 
In view of this, persons who wear 
flannel undergarments should’ endure 
them at least until the first of June. We 
have lately experienced not merely the cold 
snap of May, but frost along with it. 

The coldest day of May, 1882, is printed in 
Tue Constitution's record as the 16th. This 
is probably a mistake. In the minutes of a 
yeteran observer itis put down as the 18th. 
Frost in Georgia on the 23d of May will long 
be remembered, and it is not likely that per- 
sons now living will ever see the like again, 
and for our part, we hope they will ngt.

The Ex-Judge Replies to the Criticisms of Mr. J. F 
Armstrong of Augusta. 

CHIcAGO, May 23.—Editors Constitution: In 
your edition of May 20th just received, I tinda 
communication from a distinguished represent- 
ative of the Irish people, Mr. Armstrong, in which 
my views published somewhere, and referred toas 
auextractfrom the Evening News of Augusta is 
made the occasion of some spirited and defensive 
criticisms, to which I have nothing to say, ifit 
pleases gentlemen ia assailing the opinions! en- 
tertain on Irishand other topics, to indulge in 
harsh and vituperative comment. I will not follew 
the example, or limit the indulgence of such grati- 
fication on their part. When the pope is abused 
for differing with the present Irish movement, and 
the vatican cannot escape the tempests of 
the tomgue, I certaiuiy could not hope for immu- 


nity. O'Connell used to boast he was the most 
abused man iu Ireland, I presume 
few desire — to make the FAM e 
boast. I certainly do not and for two years I have 


been restrained and silent ou Irish topics, as I have 
no interestto promote by publishing them. But 
wheu we Irish people are injured in their standing 
before the world by crimes engendered by agita- 
tions, and when this country is made the shelter of 
secret socities, to hatch out couspirecies against 
governments with which we are at peace, ana gen- 
Liemenu assume to represent a Unauimous Irish sen- 
timent, it is, perhaps, natural that those who enter- 
tain different opinions should disclaim the seuti- 
ments a tributed to them and utter their own opin- 
ions, in seif-defense. : 

I propose no defeuse of the interview referred to, 
for i have net seeu the publication. and it may ex- 
ceed, or fall far short, of my opposition to the 


reent policy of distinguished irish 
eadership in this country. From 
what the publication has stirred up 
of iil tempered accusation, Lassume thatit has 


bit the weak puints of the agitation, and the pune 

ture is not pleasant to its distinguished advoca:es 
aud represeutatives. I recoliect afterthe war in 
this eouutry, taatl was rash enough to oppose fen- 
idtuism,and the lrish peopie very largeiy assaiied 
my motives and opinions then, but my knowledge 
vf Irish history gave me Consolation in recailing 
iucidents of abuse upou men while living, whose 
memory now fills with iuspiration the brightest 
eXampies Of Irish Oratory aud euthusiastic jauda- 
tion.

But 
when under the shelter of this policy Gladstoue 
was ubused, and Parnell stripped of bis influence, 
and couspiracies began to lift their heads, aid then 
murder and assaminations and dynamite plotters 
came into existence and overshadowed the constitu 
tional appeals to public opinion, which were shak- 
ing down the wor-t features of the laud lord system 
to the ground, and startled the sentiment of this 
country by uniting ail the elements here inio a na- 
tioual organization to carry on the war oj ue ame 
tiou on property in Ireiand, aud became without 
being responsible identitied with the revolutiuaary 
elements brought into the question, and jails began 
to fill aud seaff-ids to beud in irelaud from influ- 
ence born here, and represented by contribu- 
tions of men and money to Ireland, 
I confess saw then and see nuw nothing but ruin 
and disgrace for our people in the movemeni— 
nothing but another feuian flash of h: pesto sink 
in despair, and leaving in*its trail a darker deso- 
lation. When the deputation of Irishmen metin 
Philadelphia, 1 kuow there were ameng ihem men 
of ability aud of patriotic impulses. I regard mr. 
Armstrong such, xud no personal vituperation of 
myself can Change that opinion; the vld oaks of the 
forest are not shaken by the storms, but give their 
suade and shelter to the saplings that grow around 
them. I was a O’Cornell man, and young Irelaud 
and its later shoots have not tempted me to change 
my faith in the old O’Conneli doe rine; and my love 
for the wld Lreland, over whose history and acheive- 
meuts we can still grow proud and rejoice there is 
no stain—has not faded. Life and property 
was respected, and the civilization 
of the world cou!d warm with admiration at the 
ducirines of constitutioual justice he proclaimed. 

As an independent pation, Irelxend would be 
nothing but a scene of tumultand bickering with 
out respect abroad, and a theatre of faction fights 
at home, with a native p rliament to gather her ab- 
sentees to her own capital, o foster tra e and man 
ufactures, to stimulate a healthy opinion iu matters 
apperiaining to the gBosperity of Ireland; aud 
while aciing within this sphere of home rule to still 
retain the union with ibe Bri‘ish empire, which is 
essential to he peace and s -liuity of Ireland, is an 
object of statesmanship which the unity of Irish 
opinion would, in the end, accomplish; but the 
aim of separate nstionality is a delusion of hope, 
and its accomplishment, if possible, would be the 
saddest day for Ireland. 

I have thus briefly given you my views under my 
own name. 1 arrived an hour ago from Omanba, 
and leave in afew nours for New York, and by to- 
morrow perhaps I would have overlooked, in the 
press of important busiuess,any reply,so,l write hur- 
riedly. Let me, in conclusion, say that I ‘‘claim no 
infiuence over the Irish.’’ This letter isnot written 
for that purpose, but the Irish of Georgia have al- 
ways had i:fluenee with me _ tl respect their mo- 
tives and love for their native land, und I have re- 
gard for all they are ready to do or suffer for it, 
That many of them differ with mei know, butaf er 
an experience of nea:ly forty years in their midst I

The Railway Car Accountants’ association of the 
United States and Canada held the opening session 
of its exghth annual meeting yesterday at the Hotel 
Lafayette. The meeting was opened by Mr. F. M. 
Luce, of the Chicago, st. Paul, Minneapolis and 


Omaha railroad. The following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: Asa P. Blakes- 
lee, of the Leigh Valley railroad, 
president; Ww A Moody, Richmond 


and Danville raiiroad, vice president; F, 
Luce of the Chicego and Northwestern railroad, 
secretary,and H. H. Lyon, of the Chicago and Al- 
tou railroad, assistant secretary. 

The delegates present represented railroad lines 
which own over 10u,000 freight cars, and the care ef 
tnis vast property, Vaiued at between $150,000,000 
and $200 U 0,000, was the subject matter of ail the 
business of tbe convention. 

H. E. Sleight, of the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
railroad, who represented the committe appointed 
at the lest conveution to eXarmine the workings of 
the railway clearing house vu: the New Engiand 
roads, located at Bostou, reported that the commit- 
tee had coucluded that the sys'em possessed no ad- 
Vaulage over the car accounts ts’ office, and could 
not be successfully maiutained outside of New 
EKugland, and that the car accountants’ office is 
mere profitable Ww a railroad than m mbershipina 
cleariug huuse.

How They are Whitening tu the Nations! Museum 
in Washington. 
Washington Special to the Philadephia Times. 

In a small room in the upper story of the 
National museum, formerly Ford’s theater, 
in this city, are two wooden trays similar to 
those used by housekeepers for knending 
dough. But in this instance the coatents 0 
the trays are of a more ghastly de<cription, 
being the highly polished bones of the assas- 
sin Guiteau. While inspecting the remains 
of the notorious criminal the attention of 
your correspondent was directed to the ex- 
treordinary whiteness of the bones and their 
resemblance to polished ivory. No attempt 
has been made to articulate the skeleton, and 
the trays bear no number by which they could 
be distinguished from similar receptacles in 
the museum. | 

“Look in that paper box over there if you 
want to see an interesting skull, said the 
guide, pointing to a deep hat box on a small 
table strewn with bones and tools used by 
anatomists. There was a highly polished 
skull in the box, and on the right side was the 
defection which the insanity experts wran- 
gied about during the trial. The attention 
of the guide was drawn to this fact, but he 
laughed at the idea of its being an indication 
of insanity. Baa 

“A perfectly symmetrical head,’ said he, 
“would be as rare as a white blackbird, Out 
af eighteen bundred skulls examined at the 
museum during the dispute about Cuiteau s 
head only one was found perfect, and that is 
now down stairs in one of the exhibition 
cases.”’ 

It was ascertained that in preparing the 
bones of the dead murderer more than usual 
care bad been taken to preserve them, and 
consequently the skeleton, when mounted, 
will be the best in the collection of the muse- 
um. It has been deemed advisable, for pru- 
dential reasons, to keep the bones in a secure 
Jace until they can be exhibited to visitors, 

ut all talk about their identity having been 
lost is bosh. One of the first questions of the 
tourist doing the museum is to be shown 
Guiteau’s skeleton, and in order to escape

ing. The process by which the bones 
were treated insures their perpetuation tor an 
ind finite period, and Anatomist E, i’. Schaf- 
hirtt gave his personal attention to the work. 
Not a bone has been lost, and, as before 
stated, when articulated the skeleton will be 
the best in the museum. The plaster casts of 
his skull have the same indentation as the 
real bead. The coflin in which the remains 
of the assassin were removed from the jail 
three days after burial is retained at the mu- 
seum, but the outer box is still in the ground 
at the jail. A trusted official has the key of 
the room in which the bones are kept, and no 
one is allowed to range at will in this apart- 
ment.

A NEW STREET RAILROAD. 


A Charter to be Obtained and the Werk to be Pushed 
Forward Without Delay. 
Preparations were made before the meeting 
of the jegislature last winter for the oabtain- 
ing of a charter for the Fulton County street 
railroad company. The bill did not pass at 
the last session, owing to the fact that the 
bulk of business was carried over to the ad- 
‘journed session. The charter will, however, 
surely be obtained this summer, The pro- 
posed railroad is an enterprise of no small im- 
portance, It is backed by men who are thor- 


mean to build it without delay. The line will 
begin atthe corner of Marietta and Peachtree, 
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j and upto West Peachtree street, Out West 
Peachtree it will be continued beyond the 
city limits to the junction, with Peachtree 
Opposite the home of. Jesse Wvods. Thence 
the line isto go ont along Peachtree avenue 
to the Belt railroad. Its entire length will 
be twoa d three-quarters miles. It is esti- 
mated that to construct and equip the road 
will cost thirty thousand dollars. Ar- 
rangements have been made to secure this 


amount, Indeedit has already been appor- 
tioned among the owners of the 
land through which the lines run. 


Some of the hest known capitalists in the city 
are backing the new enterprise, and own land 
along its projected line. Mr. Wm. Newman 
is the attorney of the company. If the At- 
lanta street ear company will extend its line 
out Peachtree street to the residence of 
Judge Strong it is probable that 
the new company will build 
a branch to intersect it there and to continue 
on out to Wilson park on the Air Line, 
though it has been determined to fix the ter- 
minus of the main line at the junction with 
the Belt lime road. 

The management of the belt line intends 
to put on adinner train as soon as twenty 
families are found in that vicinity to desire 
it. Prospects point to a thick 
settling of the country through 
which the Belt line passes, It will give in 
connection with the proposed street car line 
easy access tothe center of the city. It is 
not yet known whether horses or a dummies 
of the latest improved style will be used on 
the Fulton county street car lines, but their 
construction and equipment at an early day 
seems to be certain.
